All MrGllI will i)p .shnckcfi to hear 
of the death of l.leut.-l'olonel Hobcrl 
A.- Howie. .Med. 01, which occurred 
In Drockvlllc yesterday. Colonel 
Bowie, who was a consultant In sur- 
gery at the St. Vincent de Paul 
Hospital, was idllilng iit the entrance 
to .111 elevator thaft to a patient with 
reward to a coming operation. On 
fliilHlilng his conversation ho walked 
into tho open shaft and fell a dis- 
tance of twenty feet to the concrete 
floor below in tho basement, sustuin- 
Ing a fracture of the base ot the 
Hkull, of the nose and of the Jaw. He 
died In the hospital at 7.20 last night. 

Colonel Bowie was born in Brock- 
vllio fifty years ago, and was edu- 
cated al Brockviltc Collegiate Insti- 
tute and at McGill University. While 
at .McGIll he W11.S a member of the 
senior football teuin. On sraduation 
he took post-graduate work in Eng- 
land and rclurnëd to practice in 
nrockvillo. At the outbreak of the 
war ho went overseas and took the 
position of chief !-:urKeon al the 
Clivcden Hospital. Later be was 
transferred to the .Moore Barracks 
Hospital, where he \yas also surgical 
chief. I Upon going to Prance he be- 
ciinie Kurglcal chief of No. J General 
lloKpiial. After ho. had seen con- 
silUcrable service with this institution 
lie was transferred to .\o. 2 General 
Hoppital. also a.s diief in Kurgcry. 
UpoU' his return to lingland al the 
cessation of hoslllUleB be became 
surgical chief at Orpington, 
tlic armistice he was appointed con 
iiltani in surKciy lo tlie (•..\..M.c. 
H<a(l(iu:irfer8 at London. iteuirninK 
to nrockviile In lill'i he bucumc dis- 
trict surgeon to the Grand Trunk 
Railway and medical officer to the 
Brockville lUfles. 

Surviving him are his wife and 
three daughters, one brother, and 
four sisters, one of whom is Mrs, W.

Will McGill take part in the big 
Penn. relay, meet next spring? Tho 
authorities'at the University ot Penn 
sylvan la are very* anxious that wo 
should send down a team, and. if 
I)osKlble, it fUiould bo done. The big 
Hpring relay meet has come to bo re- 
cogiilvfd as one of th« biggest Inter- 
national college meetd in the world, 
and everything possible should be at- 
tomptod to have the Canadian col- 
leges represented. • v ■ ■ ■ 

McGill haB boon a consistent win- 
ner of tho Intercollegiate Track 
Championship for some years and is 
the logical representative of the Can- 
adian colleges. Unfortunately, con- 
ditions in Montreal arc anything but 
favorable for winter work. This Is 
especially true inasmuch as wo aro 
hampered by Insufficient gymnasium 
accommodation, a state of affairs 
that will be probably romodicd before 
another season hiis passed. For tho 
prc.-font, cvprything possible should 
bo done to give tho track men an op- 
portunity to excel in their particular 
department, . ' 

There is no reason to expect that 
our team would not make a good 
showing at the meet. While there 
are not any particular stars, the out- 
fit Is lio well balanced that they can 
give .anyone a. good argument. This 
wàuld bo especially true of a relay 
team. In the distances up to a half 
mill! our men have shown that they 
■An- far superior to any others In 
Canada, and It Is at these distances 
that they, would be required to show 
up at the relay meet. 

It is not too much to expect that 
the Drill Hall on i;ralg Street could 
bo secured for this work during the 
winter months. When tho indoor 
meet was iheld a couple of years ago 
the military authorities did every- 
thing in their power to help the 
Track Club out. The biff hall Is not 
beliij; used to any great extent at the 
present time, and there should be no 
trouble In securing it once more. Of 
course, it-vis impossible to use tho 
building unless some special work 
Is do;ic to make It suitable. When 
the last meet was "linld many of the 
men complained that their ankles 
were Injured from turning the cor- 
ners on the flat surface. 

Tills is, really the big objection to 
the hail as it is at tho present time. 
The task of banking the corners Is 
not oiwr that should prevent tho 
authorities from holding Indoor track 
work. At a time when tlicrc is diffi- 
culty in giving the students sufficient, 
physical exorcise, tho Introduction of 
track work among the winter activi- 
ties at tho University would give 
imany of the students an opportunity 
j to work at a branch of sport that la 
realiy popular. 

Tho 'corners, if they are made, 
should not cause any inconvenience 
to the activities of the military units, 
in the big armories in the United 
After states, meets are held every winter.

The activities of the undergraduate body may be divided into 
"three main grqups- academic, athletic and social. In order to get 
the maximum of benefit out of a College course it is necessary to 
combine these classes in the right proportion. No one of them taken 
alone can produce that general all-round development which should 
be the goal of every coIIckc student. 

The first two. the academic and athletic, arc of prime importance 
in the development of mind and body. Moreover they arc to a cer- 
tain extent reciprocal since the highest development of mind cannot 
be attained without due regard to physical development. It is from 
the social part of our College life however that many of the real and 
lasting benefits are derived. Here wc come in touch with our fellow- 
students outside the classroom and get to know them in a new and 
-different way. This broadens our conception of Collegejife and gives 
us a feeling of interest and fellowship which cannot bo obtained in the 
classroom. CoIIcrc spirit is not developed exclusively on the play 
ing-field but may be cultivated to a large degree by an enthusiastic 
interest in the social affairs of the College. 

During the year it .is possible to 'hold a certain number of formal 
tod informal dances as well as numerous. other social fixtures. In 
Addition to these, the various clubs and societies provide opportunity 
for co-operation among the students. 

The importance of this branch of activity should be constantly 
borne in mind — not to the exclusion of other essential activities, but 
with a view to combining all of them in the most efficient way.

Acclimatization to oxygen want,<ai?

The longer the sojourn at a 
high altitude, the more permanently 
fixed becomn the adaptive rhanges. 
The aviator remains at the high alU- 
iiide too short a period of time to 
Hectare permanent adaptive reactions 
which increase tolerance to low oxy- 
gon presitirc.

An explanation of 
the'dlffercnces in (he reaction ob- 
served among the members of a group 
when nt a hUh nitifude Is to be found 
in the degree of individual physioal 
fllnejîs. Medical experience with tho

Those men who are the best typo 
for ^vlatlon compensate ^ully to great 
altitiides. retain their efficiency, and 
yet do this In so accurate and eco- 
nomical a manner from the point of 
view of the circulation that there is 
little or no evidence of strnin. When 
the break comes, usfially above 25.000 
feet or from 5.5 to C per cent of oxy- 
gen, it comes with great suddenness;

Important problems in the field of

Tlie human 
machine loses efflclency' much 'more 
rapidly through neglect to provide 
the conditions essential for good 
beadwork that the motor does when 
it is not well oiled or its parts are 
not! kept thoroughly adjusted.

Prof. McLennan drew attention to tho 
"fpocs^ visible on some of thom. 
Ruthorford showed that those specs 
were due to tho reflection of an 
aipha-ray by a collUMoii with the 
nticleuA of another utmn. that they 
were hyperbolas, and that from them 
could be calculated, the mass of tho 
nucleus, Its charge, and Its size ap- 
proximately. 

From tbOBr Ulcus Uolir worked out 
hlH theory of atomic finKtmi', and 
.showed that an atom could Ix- iheoro- 
tlcally conBlriu-tcd having a number 
of electing oquql . to its atomic num- 
ber. 

Now about a year nro Huthorford 
shot parllclfs acaliipt atoms of nitro- 
pen and huccrtMlod m kiiorklim out oi 
lhcn> particles having a mns.s ('(jii.-il 
to that of n hydrogen atom. Oui of 
' oxntéri he succeeded in knorkiiii: out 
particles of mass 3. This kIvcs a 
clue to the siriictiirf of the mirlciis. 
Tliey can lie rfcnrdcil as luillt of 
hydrocen iiiid lii iium nuclei. I'rof. 
M^l.ennnn showed a large number of 
^ItViido? illu.«itraiing his remarks. 

Prof. Kve who followed called at- 
tention to tho* fact that this year the 
Kcloncp of clcclrf>-nia>,'iiPtihni reacli"^ 
its hundredth bliiliday. Osersird in 
1820 discovered tho i ffect of an elec- 
tric current in a magnet, nil prcviuub 
attempts to inftucnco a magnet by 
an electric charge having failed, lie 
workod out in detail the various ef- 
fectp, showing that the inu;:nntic field 
was circular, only nxlKied where the 
current flowed and -would pass 
through all materials except iron 
Ho showed that if the magnet were 
maintained fixed then tho current 
would tend to move. 

Next showlnK narlnw'« wheel lo- 
tatins in a magnetic field, when it 
carries a current, and that It pro- 
dacas a current when mechanically 
Juried in the field. Dr. Eve recalled 
the experiment of Faraday on Water- 
loo Bridge. The magnetic field of 
the earth has a vertical component 
and the current in the Thames ViU. 
according td the ordinary laws of 
electro-magnetic Induction. There 
will be a difference of the potential 
between the two sldcs of the current. 
It the bottom of the alreain la non- 
conducting there will he no electric 
current, but If a galvanometer b4 
eonnaetied to two electrodes on either 
side of the stream there will be a 
rrent through It However, all 
substances are not suitable for elec 
odes, for on Immersing for Instance 
two plates of aluminium In a vobeoI 
Of water there will be a difference of 
potential between them. About the 
only auitable materials are platinum 
and the other heavy metals. SomV 
years ago experiments were made 
tn EIngland In wbicb the currents in 
A tidal estuary were nicaHiired. It 
was found that there was a prO' 
nounced effect which was due to the 
currents, and smaller disturbances 
duo to the waves. However, there Is 
a lag of a Quarter period in the cur 
rents, the maxlnnnn taking place at 
alack water. The intenslly of th 
currents varies with tho height of 
the tide, being greatest at the springs 
aiid least at the qeaps.
